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THE TYPOS’ CONVENTION. 


EN ED 
Pilth Day’s Work—Visiting the Non.Uaion 
Offices. 
Burra.o, N. Y., June 10.--Delegates to the 
typographical convention met promptly this 
morning and settled down to business. This 


| isthe fifth day of the convention, and was 


generally expected to be the last dsy, but it 
found, by far, the most important questions yet 
unsettled, ard it is likely that the busineas yet 
to be transacted can be finished before tomor- 
row. The plate, nine-hour and apprentice 
questions wero still in committee, and remained 
to be acted on in secret session. The commit- 
tee appointed to visit non-union offices in this 
city, ex deavoring to persaade them to become 
union, made their rounds yesterday, but were 
no. ready to report th's morning, The infer- 
ence gathered is that their overtures were re- 
jected. The first business this morning was 
toe report ofihe committee on female cheap 
Istor, recommending the organization of wo- 
men, ard equsl pay fer equal work, which was 
adopted. The committee on constitution and 
by-laws reported unfavorably on abolishing 
the fice of chief organizer, favorably that the 
time of holding the next meeting bo fixed ag 
the second Monday in June, and also that the 
salary of the secretary and treasurer bo chang- 
ed from $1,200 to $1,000. The report was 
agreed to. 

ihe committee on the nine-hour law re- 
ported a resolation that nine-hours constitute 
a Gay’s work aft:r October 1 next in all offices 
except those of daily newspapers. Referred. 
Committee on plates recommended that sub. 
ordinate unions have powers toact. That In- 
ternational Typographical union executive 
cflicers er deavor to arrange with manafactur- 
ers of plates not to furnish such matter to non- 
nhion newspapers, and that an executive board 
of five be appointed to have charge of the 
matter; that subordinate unions take immedi- 
ate action to supp ess plates now prepared in 
unfair officss; that union printers who were 
fenotioned by the executive committee 
suike against plates, end be 
supported frum the strike fund, 
Afteralengthy discussion, the motion to 
discontinue the use of plates was voted down. 
The report was adopted, except the third 
clause, 
A recess was then taken. At the afternoon 
session, the new ufficers were swornin, and 


inurediately afterwards Mr. Jackson, of St. 
icuis, mored that the convention go into secret 
session, for the receipt of a communication of 
£0 great importance, that no man not sworn to 
secrecy thould listentoit. Mr, Jackson’s man- 
rer Was £0 impressive that the motion was at 
once carried. The secret session lasted half 
an hour. Thecommittee on non-union offices 
reported, butthe report was secret. Thres 
times during the afternoon the convention 
went into executive session forthe considera. 
tion of important business. In one of the 
sescions, David M. Pascal, of Philadelphia, ten- 
dered his resignation as secretary-troasury, 
The cause of bis action was not learned, bat it 
is thought that the reduction of salary attach- 
ed tothe office had something to do with it: 
Willism 8. MecClevy, of Chicago, was appoint: 
ed to fill the vacancy.

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TRADZ OUTLOOK. 
Yieek}y Review—The Effect of Sirikes on 
the Miarket—Other Comment, 
New York, Jane 10.—R. G. Don & Co.’s 
wrebly review of the trade says: 
But for labor contests and excessive speculation, 
the oniicox would be entirely satisfactory. Crop 
prospects and the financial situation have bota 
im proved during the past week, But the effect of 
important strikes is felt more seriously every weck. 
as the resources of the idle working men become 
exhausted and the consumption of products by 
thei families and by the various manutactures in- 
Girectly offecied, is Giminished. How great the 
disturbance of trade and production which may 
result from a single strike, is forcibly illustrated 
by the returns of iron furnaces in blatton June 
ist. Pittsburg accounts usualy differ 
little trom tbese published here, but this 
month the statements vary widely. The lron Age 
making a weekly output on June Ist of about 37,- 
675 10L8 or 27 per cent less than May first, while 
Pittsburg statistics forwarded by our correspondent 
wake the decrease 30,650 tous. Either statement 
represents a remsrkable decline in output, rangiag 
from $600,000 to $750,000 in the value of weekly 
production, and to this must be added a decrease 
in meny importent branches of manufacture, 
which depend for material upon furnaces now idle. 
Inspiteof the great decline in production, the 
prices of iron have been. weaker during tae 
ast week, heavy sales of southern iron having 
heen mace in the eastern markets. The stove 
bosiness revives, the lockout of moulders having 
terminated, but the nail market is demoralized by 
overproduction. The demand for bar iron is bet- 
ter, but prices are dep:essed by western competi- 
tion, and the offering of foreign rails at lower fig- 
ures checks demand near seaporis. Wheat spe*u- 
lation seems weaker, though prices after rising to 
nearly $1 for No. 2 red have not quite declined to 
last week’s level. Crop reports from all cireetions are 
favorable, and the accumulation of 2,800 cars 
about Chicago, still loaded, because wheat room is 
scarce in the elevators, gives point to the observa- 
tion that a great quantity of wheat seems sttil to 
be left in the farmers’ hands. Official reports show 
the net exports to be equivalent to 125,167,745 
busbels in ten months, ending with April, 
probably 11,500,000 more in May, but exports this 
month bid fair to fall below those of last Juue. 

In that case the surplus to be carried over July 
will probably exceed 49,000,000 bushels in addition 
totbe minimum always h+ld, Sales have been 
only 26,000,000 bashels here, but Chicago exchange 
on New Yark, still 40 to 50 cents discount, shows 
that speculators are preventing the natural move- 
ment of money eastward at this season. Accounts 
irom various sections continue, almost uniformerly 
favorable. Rain has helped the farmers through- 
out the northwest. The stove moulders have re- 
sumed work at Detroit though the builders’ strike 
continues at Chicage. Money is reported in good 
supply at a points, and _ eollections 
every where are good or fair, 
improvements in somejocalities. Southern re 
show natural dullness in trade, but confidence in 
ap early and prosperous fall business. From 
norihwgetern points, great activity is everywhere 
reported. 

usiness failures occurring throughout the coun- 
try during last week, as re rted to R. D. Dunn & 
Co., number for the Uni States 140, Canada 33, 
total 173; against 150 last week aud 170 the week 
previous. Inthe eastern and _ middle states fail- 
ures are exceptionally light.

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| CONDITION OF CROPS. 


COTTON AND GRAIN REPORTED IN 
GOOD SHAPE, 


Beporte ¢f the Depariment of Agriculture and Nae- 
tiorel Cotten Exchange—Iccreased Acreage in 
Wheat-The Cotton Piant Healthy— 
Statement of Percentege—Acreags. 


WASHINGEON, June 10.—The Jane returns 
of the depa:rtment of agriculture indicate a re- 
duction of nearly two per contin the area of 
winter wheat. Changes in the acreage of 
states are very slight, except in Kansas, where 
a redvuc'ion of twenty-two per cent is reported, 
esused by bad harvests and low prices. The 
tpring wheat area hes been enlarged six per 
cent fiom the increase of immigration and 
farm-msking west of the Mississippi in the 
di:tricts traversed by the Northern Pacific rail- 
road. Mest of the increage is in Dakota, which 
reports an ix crement of twenty-four per cant. 
The total area of wheat is about 37,000,000 
acres, & fraction of one per cent more than of 
the previous crop. . 

In the condition of winter wheat, there has 
been no marked change, the average being 
£49, a reduction of nine-tenths of one per 
cent. In 1886, the June average was 92.7. Re- 
ports of short straw are very numerous, Ia 
some districts there are indications that tho 
yield of grain will be larger proportionately 
than of straw. If thero is no increase from 
this cause, the yield must be less than the av- 
erage. The harvest is already in progress up 
vs _ thirty-cighth degree of the north Ilati- 
ude. 
The condition of spring wheat is good in 
Dskota and the territories west ward, bat be- 
low the averaze records in Winconsin, Minue- 
tote, lowa and Nebraska, The general average 
for spring wheat is 873, which is lower than 
in recent years, but thirteen points higher than 
in 1581. At harvesting last year the condition 
averaged 80. 
The dry weather in April has been injarious 
to winter wheat. Insects have committed 
greater depredations than usual. 
The central belt westward from Pennsylva- 
nia and Virginia has suffered local d «mage 
from the hessian fly, and the chinch bug has 
wrought ipjury in Illinois, Missouri and 
Kansas. 
The area of winter rye has been diminished 
over six per cent, maivly by the large reduc- 
tion in Kansas. The condition is better than 
that of whestas usual, averaging 889, An 
apparent eplargement of barley acreage of 
three per cent is indicated. The increase is in 
Dekota, California Oregon and the 
territories. The condition averages 87, being 
clightly above that of wheat. There is a con- 
tinuance of the extension of oats culture. The 
increase is four per cent. This crop has taken 
ptt of the area formerly in wheat, in Kansas. 
There isan advance of thirty per cent over 
the acreage of leat year. The increase is large 
in the northwest, and there is a tendency to 
eu argerment in all sections of the country, 
jn the acreage in cottou an increase of one 
per cent is reported. There appears to bea 
slight decline in states of the Atlantic coast, 
and 8n increase west of the Mississippi. 
_ State averages are: Virginia 90; North Caro- ‘ 
lina 99.5; South Carolina 93; Georgia 98.5 Flor- 
iéa 97; Alabama 100; Mississippi 100 4; Louis- 
a 102; Texas 106; Arkausas 102 5, Tennessee

CONDITION OF COTTON. 


Superior to That of Last Year and Fally 
Up to 1885. 

New ORLEANS, June 10,—Foilowing is the 
National Cotton excharge crop report: Re- 
turps have been quite full from all p2rts of the 
cotton belt, and oar revision of acreage, based 
on county reports, is complete. Favorable 
weather duting the winter in pretty much the 
extire cotton belt enabled planters to make 
such heedway with their farm work that 
rarely had Jand been so generally well pre- 
spared for the crop as the present season. 
Planting—that is, the putting of seed ia the 
ground—was accomplished, therefore, af an 
earlier data than usual, but the marked absence 
of moisture Guring the latter half of March 
«nd in April, together with exceptionally cool 
spelis, interfered seriously with germinatioa, 
and the prospects at the close of April were by 
no means encouraging. With the opening 
days of May, however, came a change, and as 
the month progressed the benefitting causes 
became intensified—seasonable showers, with 
hot, forcing weather—so that the crop has 
made worderful growth. : 

The plant is healthy; stands, with but few 
exceptions are good, and the general condition 
of the crop is superior to that of last year and 
fulie@p to the season of 1585. Over & good 
portion of Arkansas, jhowever, and contigious 
thereto, complaint made of grassy fields, 
thongh no actual damage yet occurred. .

From here to Louisiana, Mo., it is 159 miles; how 
many revolutious does the driving waecl of an en- 
gine, 15 feet in cirecamference, make ina rua from 
this place to Louisiana? 

The professor studied a little, muttering 
strings of figures; ‘millions, billions, trillions, 
quadrillicns, 352 to the mile—55,.968 revola- 
tious,’ came the answer before the calculators 
found how many revolutions it made to the 
mile. The figures.‘“731” were written on 
peper and shown him. He did not know 
what they wee, and in fact he is ig- 
norent on any other subject than mathe. 
matics, snd then the question must be asked 
vertaliy. He is thirty-six years of ago and 
wasbornin Kentucky. He claims that his 
gift was given from heaven, and says it came 
to himtucdenly when eight years old.

The subject of cotton milis is one whica is ea 
titled to your careful consideration. The effec 
of ovr scheduie has been to compel improvenen 
of them toa point where th:y are acceptabla to 
the mutuals, aud thereruli is that on the better 
clesswecniy get their surplus line,and ata totally 
inacequate 1ate.Seventy five cents on a risk which 
inciudes the hazard of a picker is too low, for par- 
tial lotsesin picker rooms wiil probably absorb 
the annual premium. There isconsiderasfe doubt 
whether it wasjudicious to makeand apply asched- 
ule which improved risks, which, underthe old 
conditions and rates, had been profitable, and thus 
prepare them for mu‘ual insurance. There {fs no 
doubt but that our schedule, and its avplication 
and resultant improvement in the risks for cotton 
werebouses was wise, for cotton had always been 
uppiofitable, but cotton mills bad paid us well, 
yet we improved them off our books. Now, the 
question is—hew can we recover them at adequate 
rates? The Atlanta Compac: Commission discoy- 
ered away which rc turned to the stock companies 
two mills which bad gone to the mutuals, and that 
was by reiusing to write on them until the compa- 
bies authorized todo business in the state hi 
the'rfulliljinecn them. Thelaw in Georgia a 
oiber states probibits the adjustment ot losses by 
tnauthorized companies, and banks will decline 
to joan on the policies of such; therefore, at least 
a limited amount of authorized insurance 
is absolutely necessary. Letthe author.zead cem- 
pebies give the milis the option of first exhausting 
their line, then Jetting the mutualstakethe sur- 
pivs (instead of submitting to the present plan, 
which is the reverse of this), or refuse to write any- 
thing, and they (ihe mills) wil) hesitate before 
piecing their entfre insurance in second and third- 
clese mutual companies, for the best of them write 
in this field toouly alimited extent, Asitis now, 
ov the best mills wesrimply ect whatthe mutuals 
will not carry, or only enough to insure local a4- 
jus ment. in care of loss, and banking accom moda- 
lich, and we get all the inferior mills. The follow- 
iug clause iu some ri-ks under the jurisdiction of 
the Atlanta Con pact will makethe assured slow 
to accept ursuihcrized insurance; ‘‘The addi- 
tional insurance permitted under this policy 
is with the uuderstanding and  agree- 
ment that it shali be only in com- 
panies Jegaily authorized to transact business un- 
cer the laws of the state of Georgia, and any in- 
furence on this property, or any part thereof, in 
companies not authorized to transact business in 
this state, will render this policy null and void,’’ 
This plan is not a boycctt or a harsh measurejof op- 
prertion, but is defensible before the public and 
the law-makers. Wesimply sag that we decline 
tobe made conveniences of any longer, and will 
not write on a risk in common with 
illegal co-insurers. We are thus en- 
fo: cing the law and requiring insurance in compa- 
nies which yield arevyenue to the state, In my 
cpinion, the state will endo se and uphold this 
conrse; and it will not resultin hostile legislation, 
but it reqnires united and determined action -on 
the part of companies, and no filncHing at the loss 
of a jine on a risk which they may have been fa- 
vored with for the purpose of adjustment,

SEQUEL TO A WAR EBPISODG. 


TD 
Mrs. Darling’s Claim Against the Govera- 
nent Finaily Sustained. 

WasnrnoTon, Jane 10,—Friends of Mrs, 
Flora Adams Darling are congratulating tha; 
lady over the recent decision in her case against 
the government. 

Mrs. Darling is the widow of General Ed- 
ward L. Darling, who in 1864 was killed while 
fighting in the war of the rebellion. She was 
a member of the Adams family, of Massachu- 
setts, and when her husband, who was a south- 
erner, died she left Dalton, Ga., for the home 
of her father in New England. In hor tranks 
when shestarted were her Le ogee and $25,000 
in gold bearing cotton bonds. She had been 
assured that this property was not contraband 
of war, and that as ehe was leaving the sonth 
permanently she could safely take it with her. 

Under a flag of truce provided by General 
Banks, then commanding the department of 
the Gulf, Mrs Darling had reached Mobile on 
her way to Massachusetts via New Orleans, 
when she was stricken with malarial fever. 
Recovering, she proceeded on her journey, 
Upon arriving at New Orleans the flag-of-truce 
ofticer left her on board the vessel and taking 
her passport went to report their arrival at 
hea¢ quarters. While that officer was absent 
a sergeant from the office of the Provost Mar- 
shel General come on board, arrested Mrs, 
Darlixg and reized her baggage. She wig 
pieced in prison, from which she finally es- 
caped, but would not or could not leave the 
city without the trauks containing her boads 
and perscnal jewels. Later on she succeeded 
in gett ng poesesion of her tranks, but founda 
casket which held her bonds ard jowolry m‘s- 
fing. She was ordered to leave New Crleans 
for New york city, which, aftera stormy and 
disastrous voyage, she reached. 

A few weeks afterwards she went to Wash- 
ingten and obtaincd an audience with Presi 
dent Lincoln, who directed her to reduce her 
story to writing and he would eee that her 
wrong wastighted. But he was assassinated 
before any decisive resuits had been attained. 
Mrs. Darling then instituted her claim against 
the government, and has prosecated it with 
hercic persistency ever since. 

In 1885 the hou:e jadicia y committee sent 
the claim to the court of claims, which now 
decides in her favor. Duriog the twenty-two 
yeaisin which the case has been pending ia 
congress and the court of claims, four eminent 
lawyers who erponsed her claim with unnsual 
interest have died—-R J. Walker, E. P. Nor- 
ton, a former solicitor of the court of claims; 
Judge Jere 8 Black and the late Judge Cop- 
pey, who died a few days before the decision 
was rerdered, on the 30th ult. Joha Paal 
Jones, of Wachirgton, will clcee the case for 
M;s. Darling, who has never doubted that a 
favorable result would in time bo reached.

Ready for the Read. 


Macon, Ga, June 10,—[Special.]—Today 
your correspondent paid a visit to the busy 
scenes that are ever being enacted within the 

h wal!s of the Central railroad shops. 

r, Gibson, of the machinery department, 
‘was kind enough to show the scribe the two 
Jarge Baldwin locomotives that are just being 
finished. These engines are sixteen inch cylin- 
der, twenty-four inch stroke, and are built in 
handsome style. 

They are supplied with the Westinghouse 
airbrake, the workings of which were fally 
explaited by Mr. Gibson. They are also coal 
burners, with extension fronts, which, being 
fitted with exhaust pipes and wire screens, act 
as perfect spark arresters. They are known as 
eight wheelers, and are intended for passenger 
service.

There two engines will be ready for the 
yoad in a few weeks, at least by July 1, aud 
will be valuable acquisitions to the rolling 
steck of the Centra! of Georgia, They wiil be 
known as “No. 4’”’ and “No. 7.”

IT IS BUT AN OLD STORY TOLD 
OVER. 


Zhe Bepert Originated With the Spanish Coneul— 
He Weared that the Cuban Pientatioos Were 
in Davger—4& Detective fells the Story 
of 6 Similar Beane Two Years Ago. 


SAVANNAH, Gh. June 10.—[Special.]— 
There was no new developments in the Hon- 
duras invasion scheme. This immaturity of 
development may be cei down to the fact that 
thereis no such scheme. However, the Span- 
ish consulate here is firmly convinced ofa se- 
rious Movement on foot antagonistic to the 
authority of Spain in the Wess Indies. The 
report appears to have originated in Caba, 
The consul general of the Island sent the firat 
information to Consul General Biaz, at New 
York, who notified Spanish Consul Perez Pe- 
tinto, here.

They were cold, artificial, studied, rheto- 
rical. 

According to the Star, all orators must 
have intepse megnetism, They must have 
the organism of Fox, Gratlan and Patrick 
Henry. Without personal magnetism they 
cannot move great bodies and make them 
respond to their own will and emotion. 

This is the popular idea, but is it alto- 
gether correct? Pitt was for a long time 
the central figure in England, aundin Ea- 
rop3. He had no personal magnetism, He 
wes always stiff and formal. His style was 
redundant, and he bad a monotonous into- 
nation. Yet he scattered genial and silver- 
tongned speakers right and left. Lecky 
saysof him: ‘‘He stood cold, solitary, in- 
accessible. Even the roll and splendor of 
his declamation, though it never failed to 
fescinate the house, had little genuine 
warmth and little power of moving the p.s- 
sions. It was a flow of language rather 
than feeling, the glitter of the sunlight upon 
the snow.”’ 

Some orators draw men; others drive 
them, Pitt’s will was so indomitable and 
imperious, his wrath and scorn so terrible, 
and his aspect sostern and commanding 
that men either opporel him ina faint- 
hearted way or yielded without a struggle. 
Another orator of that day, Fox, was a 
speaker who literally courted his audience, 
butalthorgh a sixgularly gifted man he 
never wielded half the power that belougei 
to the cold and affected Pitt.

If they 
are successful they are great orators, no mat- 
ter what their peculiarities may be. 


Overworked Judges. 

Itis admitted that the death of Justice 
Woods was hastened by overwork. 

This is not the first instance in which the 
severe duties of the supreme court have had 
disastrous consequences to those who per- 
formed them. The popular idea that a man 
who takes a seat on that bench enters upoa 
the erjoyment of digniied leisure and com- 
paratively easy work, at a salary of ten 
thousand a year fur life, isa great fallacy. 
A supreme court judgeship is the highest 
honor which can be conferred on a lawyer 
in this country, and is naturally coveted by 
those who aim at legal distinction ; but no 
man finds an easy life in this exalted station. 

The business of the court is rapidly accu- 
mulating in spite of the steady work of the 
nine jastices. When the court adjourned a 
few cays ago, the number of cases lefs over 
was largely increased over the residuum at 
the previous vacation. 

Various plans for lightening the labor of 
the supreme court have been suggested. It 
has heen proposed to increase the amount at 
which judgments of the circuit courts be- 
come final. Another plan is for the estab- 
lishment of an intermedia‘e tribunal be- 
tween the circuit and supreme courts, with 
&@ jurisdiction which should be absolute, 
either upon a certain class of subjects or up 
to a given amount. When Jadge David 
Davis left the supreme court and entered 
the senate he endeavored to bring about 
some reform in this direction, but failed to 

accomplish his purpose. The demand for 
some relief to the supreme court has grown 
since that time, and must soon resalt in 
some practical legislation on the subject. 
President Cleveland will be apt to select 
some man of physical vigor as well a3 legal 
attainments to undertake the task which 
proved too much for Justice Woods, robast 
a3 he appeared to be, when he went to the 
supreme bench. The consideratioa of the 
severe strain upon the judges of that court 
suggests some thoughts which come nearer 
home, The judges of the supreme court of 
Georgia are worked hard nearly the year 
rouvd. For the exercise of their legal abil- 
ities avd for their severe physical strain 
they receive the magnificent salary of three 
thousand dollars a year. Efforts have been 
made repeatedly in the legislature to pro- 
vide better for these faithfal and overworked 
public servants, but. they have ail failed 
signally. Sometimes the mere saving of 
money is the worst waste possible, 


Legislation Against Mobs. 

The feeling against mob violence of every 
kind is growing in this country. There is a 
general demand for strict legislation on this 
subject and for the honest and fearless exe- 
cution of the laws after they are put on the 
statute books. The Illinois legislature has 
recently passed a bill for the better protec- 
tion of property from mobs, It provides 
that cities or counties, if the property is not 
in a city, shall be responsible for three- 
fourths the value of property destroyed by 
mobs of twelve persons or more. The own- 
ers of the property must prove that they 
exercised due diligence to prevent damage. 
The city or county wi!l have the right to 
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son or persons who may be convicted of hav- 
ing been in the mob. This part of the law , 
will not amount to anything, because men 
who have property are very rarely mixed up 
with mobs. Allegheny county had to pay 
many millions of dollars for the property 
destroyed by the great labor riots in Pitts- 
burg. This was nothing bat justice. A 
community is responsible for property which 


‘pays taxes for police protection and is de- 


stroyed by a mob. The greater stringency 
of the Jaw as to mobs will undoubtedly ex- 
tend to the better protection of life as well 
as property. Lynch law is applied in all 
parts of the country with a frequency which 
is to be deplored. Sheriffs too often make a 
weak resistance to a mob and fail to do their 
duty either through cowardice or sympathy 
with the lynchers. The execution of crimi- 
nals by mobs is not the way to prevent 
crime or to inspire a popular respect for the 
law. In many instances innocent men have 
been murdered by a mob frenzied by cir- 
cumstances which indicated the guilt of its 
victim. Mobs are bad things and itisa 
good sign of the times that the law against 
them is becomivg more severe and the de- 
termination to execute it more general. 


The Texas Cuttlefish at Work. 

During the past several months we have 
frequently observed in the editorial colamns 
of our esteemed contemporary, the Galves- 
ton News, dignified allusions to the tariff 
controversy that has been going on in the 
newepapers, 

THE CONSTITUTION confesses that it has 
not been able to understand the nature and 
scope of these allusions, but there is no 
doubt that they bave both depth and mean- 
ing—especially depth. We believe that our 
esteemed contemporary is trying to discuss 
this momentous question so thateven a man 
at the bottom of a well may be able to 
understand if. 

Here is a statement that weighs a ton: 
‘'The immediate disappearance of the Ssur- 
plus would perhaps reader it impossible to 
arouse attention to the superiority of a few 
productive revenue duties with general free- 
dom of trade over a hugs and imperfectly 
productive system such as the present.’’ 

This. reads like asentence from one of the 
lectures of the Concord philosophers, but 
the next is even weightier: ‘‘Bat that argues 
a circumstantial impossibility for the intel- 
ligent minority in dealing with innate stu- 
pidity subservient to studied rapacity in a 
favored and ruling class.’’ This is very 
fine; indeed it is excellent. ‘‘Circumstan- 
tial impossibility,’’ ought to have a great 
run in Texas as an argument, pure and sim- 
ple, and the same might be said of “‘innate 
stupidity’? and “‘studied rapacity.’’ 

It will be observed that our Galveston 
contemporary studiously avoids any simple 
expression that might be calculated to 
wound the sensibilities of the average Texas 
rapger. We are not surprised, therefore, 
that the able Galveston News continues its 
arguments in this stain: ‘‘The same stupid- 
ity which fails to trace a question on its 
merits would be like to fail as to which kind 
of tax or duty to abolish.” 

Allof this may be very luminous to the 
average Texas voter, but, while acknowl-

A gentleman who at the Lindeil 
yesterday reports the result of an interview with 
Frank James, whois now living in Dallas, Tex., 
where he is employed as salesman in a wholesale 
clothing store. He is visited daily by large crowds 
of people from all parts of the country, to all of 
whom he extends a cordial greeting. To the gen- 
tleman who called on him he said: 

“Yes,I am living quietly enough here, andl 
think the balance of my life will be passed peace- 
fully. Ihave never carried a weapon sincs I sur- 
rendered my revolvers to Governor Crittenden, of 
Missouri. I do not carry any arms because I do 
not want,to bave any trouble with any one. Ido 
not think anybody wants to kill me unless it 
might be some crank who wanted notoriety, and 
a gun would be no protection against such a mau, 
for he would shoot me in the back, or at some 
time when | was not expecting it.’’ 

When asked if he was a good shot, Frank re- 

lied: 

' “No, Iam nothing extra, but there wasa time 
when I thovght that no man on earth could draw 
a gun quicker than I could, I practiced it for 
twenty years, and always felt safe while talking 
with a man who had not already drawn his 
weapon. Iknew that whenever hemadea mo- 
tion I could kill him before he could draw.” 

‘‘What kind of a guu do you prefer?’ 

“Well, I always used a Remington 44, ‘The same 
cartridge used in this six-shooter fits a Winchester 


44rifle, sothere isno dangerof a man getting | 


rattled in a fight and putting the wrong cartridge 
in his gun.

Manners and Customs 100 Years Ago, 


At the end of 1783 luxury had tosome ox- 
tert gained ground. Dinners were stillat 2 o’clock, 
or for company at3. Of soups, even then we had 
only gravy clear, or with vegetables, cut small, 
swimming atthe top. White soup was used for 
pall suppers, buta white dinner soup, or mock 
tmile, had only found their way down as far as the 
lord mayor’s table, real turtle soup being dressed 
only as a ragout, neverasasoup. Beefor mutton 
broth was sometimes sent up in a large dish, with 
the meat and vegetables all together. Of fish, in 
winter, cod and smelts were a choice dish, and we 
also had herrings, sprats, oysters and lobsters when 
héwked; in summer, salmon, sea or river, salmon 
Dutch plaice, shrimps, and prawns! river and pond 
fish all the year, stewed, broiled, fried or wator 
soucheed ina tureenin the center. Tne next 
course, two dishes, roast and boiled, with appro- 
priate vegetables and dumplings, and fora friend 
generally a third was added, These were 
ordinarily joints of beef, mutton or veal, replaced 
sometimes by a calf’s head or rump steak ia slic2s 
sent up hot and hot, ora knuckle of veal with a 
gammon of bacon, ham being a very expensive 
luxury and only used for gala dinners. In winter 
a delicacy was boiled leg of house lamb, with lamb 
chops round. Mutton heaieda second time was 
never brought to table; geese and ducks could be 
hid only from June to old Michaelmas day; fowls 
and pigeons round the year, but yery frugally used. 
Compény puddings were lemon potato, ground 
rice, vermicelli, marrow, boiled batter, and bread 
in moulds or cups, pancakes, apple fritters, omelets 
aid tarts of various kinds, with custard or cream, 
Then cheese, et., as now; but macaroni and other 
savory dishes were not then introdaced. Malt 
liquor, cider and perry. were the ordinary driuks at 
dinner, and port and maderia were put upon the 
table afterward, witha triflingde:sert. If the gun- 
tlhmen sssembled wished to make a drinking 
bout, which was often the case, it began after sup- 
per.—Court and Private Life in the Time of Quee.

The Men to Whom the Big Profits are Owed Fail to 


Cent of the Indebtedness to be Paid 


Mr. Sid Phelan’s failure was a peculiar one 
in more respectsthan one. A new feature 
which tends to distinguish it from others was 
developed yesterday. 

It is not often that creditors of a defunct 
concern are backward in asserting their rights, 
yet that is exactly the case with many of Mr. 
Phelan's creditors. 

In point of numbers, the meoting of creditors 
held at the exchange yesterday morning was 
a failure. The meeting had been called for 10 
o'clock. Atthat hour not more than a half 
dozen of the many creditors of the concern had 
put in an appearance, and these waited in vain 
for the others. None came. Three of tho heaviest 
creditora had sent to Mr. Phelan a request that 
his liabilities to them be not considered. These 
men represented about $90,000 of the liabili- 
ties, all in the shape of profits. Throwing out 
the claims of these men, the liabilities of the 
Atlanta office are about $112,000. The same 
fear of publicity doubtless kept the majority of 
the creditors away, and accounts for the small- 
ness of the meeting. 

As the attendance was so meagre, no formal 
meeting was held. The gentlemen present 
represented what might be termed actual lia- 
bilities, that is, money which was in the han¢s 
of the exchange in the shape of marging. None 
of the profit-creditors were present or regre- 
sented. 

“Now that those men to whom the exchange 
owes profi's have flailed to pay any atiention 
to the call for a meeting of creditors,” said Mr. 
Phelan to a CoNSTITUTION reporter, ‘I don’t 
propose to consider them any longsr. I am 
going to tcare togeiher all the aszets I can and 
turn the money over to the men who hii 
money in our bands. Those liabiiities amount 
to not more than $10,600, and I am inclined to 
believe they will be less. The assets will, I 
think, be from $4000 to $6090. You seve in 
that way I can pay probably 50 cents on the 
dollar.” 

_ “Have you ascertained the exact amount of 
indebtedness, profits and margins included?” 

“As near ss we can tel), the figures aro 
these ; Twenty creditors of the Atlanta office, 
$112,000. This does not include the $90,00) 
due creditors who have asked not to be con- 
sidered, To creditors of the Montgomery of: 
fice, $43,000 ; to Selma creditors, $1500, and 
to creditors at Charlotte, $7,000. No figures 
have been received from Savannah, bat our 
manager there thinks he can pay out,”’ 

“ Your ersets, then, will be divined among 
those creditors of these offices who had actual 
wargins in their hands?” 

“It is my intention to make that sort of set- 
tiement with the offices which I owned per- 
sovally. The offices at Montgomery and Seima 
were run by the firm of Phelan & Beale. Mr. 
Besle has charge of the settlements at those 
officer, and we think they will take care of 
themselves Our assets are gathered from 
oddsand ends which were not available before. 
Had they been, they, too, would have been 
£08 ked.”’ 

Mr. Phelan and his assistants spent the 
morning in ascertaining the exact standing of 
the various creditors. In the afternoon the 
exchange was closed. 


COMPTROLLER WRIGHT TALK3 


About the Interview in the Augusta Chron- 
icle Concerning the Aid Society. 


THE CONSTITUTION published a few days 
ago the action of the _comptroller- oneral in 
Fe a ate atual Ala’ Sccioty,” of Augusta, to 
be allowed totranfer its members and funds, 
deposited with the trustees in Augusta, to the 
Guarantee Fund Life society of Chicago. 

A certificate holder in the Augustacompany, 
finding cut the intention of the officers, and 
holding a certificate which entitled him to 
sbere in the benefits of the fand, deposited with 
the National Exchange bank of Augusta, as 
trustee, wrote the c>mptroller-general asking 
if the Augusta company could carry out its 
intention if the certificate holders objected. 
Comptroller Wright replied that the charter 
granted the Augusta company expressly de- 
clared the objects for which the money de: 
posited could be drawn upon, and inasmuch a3 
tho change centemplated by the Augusta com- 
pany wes not within the purview of the 
rection of the charter declaring how the fund 
should be managed and ussd, he did not see 
how the propcsed change or transfer of busi- 
ness could be mace without due process of 
law. Itseems that the impression had gotten 


\ out in Augusta that Comptrolier Wright fa- 


vcred the consolidaticn and had s0 expressed 
himee)f. Hon. Patrick Walsh, the president 
o{the Augusta company, in an interview in 
yesteiday’s Augusta Chronicle, is quoted as 
saying: 

“Iam the more surprised because Comptroller 
General Wright was consulted before any steps 
were taken, and a)l of our printed matter, articles 
of agreement, etc., were submitted to him. He 
then expressed himselfas being in favor of the 
consolidation; ssid it was the best thing we couid 
bave done; in fact,hne issued and personally signed 
the license to the Guarantee Fund Life society, 
when it was understood that they entered the 
state for the purpose of consolidating wit us. The 
certificate holder who wrote to Mr. Wright waa ey- 
idently misinformed, and his statements misled 
the comptroller. The assumptions upoa which he 
bases his opinion are entirely erroneous. 

A reporter raw Comptrojler Wright yester- 
day, and was informed that he had no inter- 
view with Mr. Walsh; that Mr. Walsh received 
his infermation from one C. J. Weaterfisld. 
“Fome time sgo,’’ said the comptroller, “I was 
at my father-in-law’s, at Forest, near Augusta, 
and while there was called upon by Wester- 
field, who spoke to me upon the subject of the 
transfer. I certainly did not give him the in- 
formation that I favored the plan, because I 
knew nothing ebout it, It is trae, I ismed the 
licenze to the Chicago company; it was my 
business tO do so, and I issued it as I would 
issue any company a license that properly con- 
formed to all the requirements of law. Mr. 
Westerfield may have said something abont the 
consolidation, but it would haye been absurd 
in me to have expressed any opinion concern- 
ing it, without examining the charter of the 
Augusta company. I amsureI did not do 
£0. On my ££ retarn to Atlanta, 
I sent the papers to the Chicago com- 
pany as requested, and they complying with 
the law, I 1s:ued them a license to do business. 
Pexkaps, wy actionin giving them a license 
was constried into an expression of favor 
towsid the consolidation. 1 ropeat, that it was 
my duty to iesne the license, and I did so with- 
out any thought of the proposed consolidation, 
or any Memory perhapsof my interview with 
Westerfield. Some time ago I received a letter 
from the holder of a certificate in the Augusta 
company, asking for an opinion about the 
transfer. When I examined the charter, I 
fourd that euch transfer could not legally be 
mace without due process of law. I certaiuly 
did not express to Westerfield an opinton as to 
the proposed coneolidation of the two com: 
panies, when hesaw meat Forest, for I was 
then igrorent of the Augustacharter. I have 
just received from Westerfield a letter saying 
he wes sorry I had taken the position I had in 
regsrd to the consolidation without letting my 
friexdsin Augu.ta know of my intention. 
This letter confirms my statement that I 
could not have told Westerfield that I formed 
the scheme and regarded it as a good thing ” 

The matter will doubtless be adjusted in the 
courts as the comptroller gsneral bas positive- 
ly decided thatthe transfer will be contrary to 
the provisions of the charterof the Augasta 


company.

THE CHICAGO MAREET, 


VWeatures of the Speculative Movement it 
Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, June 10—The cables this morning 
were dull put a downward tendency on wheat and 
corn. Beyond these early advices there was little 
to affect opening markets. Receipts of wheat con- 
tinue heavy, 551 cars were reported this morning. 
July wheat opened at 8534c. A rumor that 1,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat had been cleared from New 
York was circulated, causing July to jump to 85%4*, 
but it almost immediately reacted to 85'4c. An 
expected unfavorable crop report and the large 
clearingsof wheat, both from New York and Phil- 
adelphia made the wheat market stronger and by 
10:30 July wheat sold up to 857¢c.. Speculation was 
not greatly disturbed by any outside influence 
during the morning session. The Clique did noth- 
ing as usual. Probably the most important feature 
of the day was the rumor that certain parties were 
going to makea tender of inspected wheat on the 
track in gatisfaction of June contracts and if it was 
not accepted would test the question in the courts. 
This would bein lieu of warehouse receipts, it 
being impossible to deliver in the regular way 
owing to a scarcity of storage room. This, if ac- 
complished, would be a very important question, 
but so far it is notbing but arumor and could; not 
be traced to any reliable source. A littie spirit of 
local buying camein just prior to the 1 o'clock 
close, putting July w 85%{c, then it reacted a frac- 
tion, recovered and closed the morning session 
steady at 8554 to 8&%e. The crowd remains in 
doubt about the atiitude of the cliquein Jaly 
wheat, many regarding it a very doubttul venture 
to load up with that future, in view of the amount 
in store and favorable crop reports. June wheat 
ranged between 92 and 92%e, closing at the open- 
ing figure, 9244c. There were frequent fluctuations 
in Augustof fractional amounts during the day. 
It opened at 82 and closed at 81%¢c. 

“Corn was slow and prices dragged steadily 
downward. The local crowd were more disposed 
to sel], and country operaiors continue to change 
their trades from near to more distant futures and 
differences widened slightly. Receipts were fair. 
July opened at 39c and sold down to 38%c and 
closed at 38% to 38°,c. 

Oats closed at 40%,c. 

A good deal of corn is being taken out of the 
stores and vessel room was chartered for 345,000 
bushels, 

Short ribs and lard were moderately active aud 
stronger, and prices averaged higher.

. FELL FROM THE GRIDGE. 


Henry White Makes a Piunge of Thirty-3ix 
Feet, 


Herry White, a negro carpenter, fell from 
the Foster street bridge yesterday morning 
9 ten o’clock and was almost instantly 
gilled, 

White’s fall was abont thirty-six feet. 

The Foster street bridge spans the Richmond 
and Danville railroad near the railroad shops. 
The bridge is one of the longest in the city, 
and at some points is nearly fifty feet from tho 
ground. The bridgeis almost complete—th> 
hands belong now engaged in giving the fiu- 
ishing touches to the wood work. It was 
while doixg this that Wiite let his life yes- 
terday. 

The pieces of timber upon which the floor of 
the bridge is laid extend entirely across the 
structure, Some of these pieces projected as 
much as a foot from the edges of the bridge, 
ard early yi sterday n o:ning several of the car- 
penters were directed to saw the projecting 
ends off. White was one of the men agsizguei 
to this work. In executing the task the men 
were compelled to stand apon the outside of 
the railing along the side of the bridge. The 
position was not the safescin the world, but 
by exescising tho nece:tary caution there was 
no danger of fallicg. White began sawing 
off tie ends of the timbers early ia the morn- 
i:g, «nd by 10 oclock had crossed over 
the highest portion of the bridge. 
Abcut that bour he began sawing a piece of 
timber much longer than the others, The 
wei, ht was eufficient to pinch the saw in the 
word, and in order to relieve it White under- 
took to raise the erd beyond the saw. 

In Coing this ho lost his balance and fell. 

As he wert down he give an agonizing yell 
which attracted the attention of those about 
him. In descending the man turned over, 
and when he reached the ground the back of 
bis head and sbouiders struck it with a dull 
thud. His fellew-workmen hurriedly reached 
the ground. Henry Rosser, the first per 
£00 to reach the inju:ed man, 
found ibe blood tuwing from his nose, monta 
ard ears profusely. He was not yet dead, but 
before be could be plseced in a comf.riable 
position the breath left his body. an examiaa- 
tion showed that the back of his head had bsen 
crushed in by the fall, and that his bask, one 
shenider and one arm had been broken. The 
body was siraightened near where the man 
h: d fallen, and the coroner was sent for. L:- 
ter in the day the coroner went out an held an 
ingtest. A verdict in acsordance with these 
facts was rendered. 

White was about twenty-eight years of age. 
His home wasin Montgomery. He had been 
in Atlanta about two week: and had been 
working upon the bridge nearly all that time. 
The saw remained ia the timber untill removed 
an hour or so after Whste’s death.

. FELL FROM THE GRIDGE. 


Henry White Makes a Piunge of Thirty-Six 
Feet, 


Herry White, a negro carpenter, fell from 
the Foster etreet bridge yesterday morning 
— ten o’clock and was almost iastantly 
gilled, 

White’s fall was about thirty. six feet. 

Tho Foster street bridge spans the Richmond 
and Danville railroad near the railroad shops. 
The bridge is one of the longest in the city, 
and at some points is nearly fifty feet from the 
ground. The bridgeis almost complete—th» 
hands belog now engaged in giving the fiu- 
ishing touches to the wood work. It was 
while doixg this that Wiite lt his life yes- 
terday. 

The pieces of timber upon which the floor of 
the bridge is laid extend entirely across the 
structuie, Some of these pieces projected as 
much as a foot from the edges of the bridge, 
ard early yi sterday n o:ning several of the car- 
penters were directed to saw the projecting 
ends off. White was one of the men agsizuei 
to this work. In executing the task the men 
were compelled to stand apon the outside of 
the railing along the side of the bridge. The 
position was not the safestin the world, but 
by exescising the nece:sa*y cantion there was 
no danger of fallicg. White began sawing 
off tte exds of the timbers early ia the morn- 
ing, snd by 10 oclock had crossed over 
the highest pertion of the bridge. 
About that bour he began sawing a piece of 
timber much longer than the cthers, The 
wei, ht was enflicient to pinch the saw in the 
word, and in order to relieve it White urder- 
took to raise the erd beyond the saw. 

In Coing this ho lost his balauce and fell. 

As he wert down he give an agonizing yell 
which attracted the attention of those about 
him. In descending the man turned over, 
and when he reached the ground the back of 
his head and sbouiders struck it with a dull 
thud. His fellew-workmen hurriedly reached 
the ground. Henry Roeser, the first per- 
con to reach the injured man, 
found ibe blood tluwing from his nose, mouta 
ard cars profusely. He was not yet dead, but 
before be could be plsced in a comf.riable 
position the breath left his body. an examiaa- 
tion showed that the back of his head had been 
crushed in by the fall, and that his bask, one 
ehcnider and one arm had been broken. The 
bcdy was siraightened near where the man 
h: d fallen, and the coroner was sent for. L:- 
ter in the day the coroner went out an held an 
inquest. A verdict in acsordance with these 
facts was rendered. 

W hite was about twenty-eight years of age. 
His home wasin Montgomery. He had been 
in Atlanta about two weeks and had been 
working upon the bridge nearly all that time. 
The saw remained ia the timber untill removed 
an hour or so after Whste’s death.

Dyeing and Finishing Cotton 
Goods Mills. 


Secretary Welch, of the chamber of com: 
merce, was in conaguliation yesterday witha 
prominent business maa from Provideucs, R. 
I., who was investigating for himself aad other 
eastern manufacturers and capitalists, the prac. 
ticabiliiy of establishirg in Atlanta a large 
factory for bleaching, dyeing and finishing 
cotton goods. 

The gentleman referred to had buta few 
hours to spend in the city, on account of 
meeting engagements in theeast. Bat during 
his limited time spent in the hands of Mr. 
Welch, he received such favorable impressions 
of Atlentain general, and of the prospect of 
establishing here a profitable plaat, that he 
expressed the determination to report to his 
friends strongly in favor of it, and to arrange 
for some of them to make a special visit to At- 
lanta at an early date, looking to the congum- 
imation of necessary arrangements. 

No more profitabie business could be estab- 
lished in Atlanta than such a finishing mill, 
and no more desirable point for establishing 
an exiensive plant of this character exists any- 
where. 

It is said that in the processof bleaching 
and finishing cotton goods, the stretch in the 
—— is sufficicnt to pay all expense of operat- 

ng the mill. The profit is, therefore, repra- 
sented by the differencein the price of goods 
before and after manipulation. 

A very large per cent, and at certain seasons 
of the year almost the entire product of Geor- 
gia mils is shipped to New England conavert- 
ers, and bought beck by our merchants, paying 
the freight each way. 

Such a factory a3 the Providence parties con- 
template establishing here would not only be 
a profitable plant in itself, but wonld stimulate 
the building of additiona! cotton mills through- 
out the south, and bs a great help to these 
already in operation.

The beard of education held aspecial m>st- 
ing pesterday evening, which was equal to a 
fic)d day in conrgress. 

Senatm Brown cecupied the chair.

‘Ihe meeting wae called to hear reporfs,_ Dr. | 
Roach reported that the committee oa 
desired instrnctiors. Should the white 
tes chers at Summer Hill school be displaced by 
colored teachers, and should a female principal 
be select« di for Calhoun street school? 

Mr. Hoke Smith, in order to test the sense of 
the board, moved that colored teachers should 
be employed. He spoke of the go004 effect 
which colored teachers would have over their 

upils, socially, religiously and otherwise. 
Their in floence over their own race would be 
ecen in the improved condition of the children. 
The children would respect them more than 
they do the whites. 

Mr. P. J. Meran moved, in amendment, that 
colored teachers, the graduates of institutions 
friendly to the south, who are otherwise com- 
petent, should be given the preference in em- 
ployment in Sammer Hill school. He ex- 
plained that he wanted to bar out propagand- 
ists from the nerth. The colored scavols 
should be taught by colored teachers who had 
graduated from the Atlanta public schools. 
Such teachers wouid be interested in the com- 
munity in which they live. 

Mesars. Blanchard, Lowry and Mayor spoke 
feelingly in favor of retaining the present 
white teachers.
